I do no t kno w ho w it hap­ 
pened but I turned aro und when 
I heard her scream.

It is considered 
among artists as the most in­ 
tensive b lu e known and a vase 
of the coloring will stand ou t 
even in a darkened room. 
By u sing a particu lar ty pe of

Prof. Lu kens mixes this with a 
ty pe of clay containing copper to 
form a paste. Shaped into forms 
for jewelry and properly b aked, 
the copper is b rou ght to the su r­ 
face or wicked in 
glazing 
to 
form the tu rqu oise b lu e which 
was sy mb olic of the 
Persians 
and Egy ptians centu ries ago.

of our local packing houses do. 
While we as g rowers of the Cal­ 
ifornia Fruit Growers Exchang e 
use ten of these auctions, we do 
not have any financial interest in 
any except the Los Ang eles auc­ 
tion. 
There are three kinds of 
auctions; F. O. B. teleg raphic, the 
wag onload or truck load, and the 
term inal auctions. 
F. O. B. teleg raphic was a t­ 
tempted a number of years ag o 
with 90 per cent of the g rowers 
ag reeing to this method, yet it 
only lasted two weeks. One can 
understand why this method is 
scarcely used any more. With the 
competition we have, we cannot 
expect buyers to buy F. O B 
California entirely. 
The wag onload and truckload 
auction is usually held a t' the 
shipping point. 
This method is 
used q uite extensively in some lo­ 
calities for some products but not 
citrus fruits.
